Anfw. We fuppole the Reafon of the Doubr, how 
feperate Souls can act, is that vulgar Evror, that no- 
thing’s in the intellect but what was firft in the Sea- 
jes; andthe confequence thereot, chat thought is no- 
ching but a neceflary chain of Images, recetv’d from 
external objects, according to which Hypothefis it might 
be fairly enough, we think, concluded, that feperate 
Spirits cou'd not act, not fo much as in Reflection, 
becaufe no Images to reflect upon, no brain to re- 
tain thofe Images, and if they don’t aét, it muft alfo 
follow that they are not, they ceale co be, fince Adti- 
on, which is of cheir Effence, ceafes. If we therefore 
can overthrow the fundamental Error, all the reft will 
tumble, and it feems evident to us that we have ma- 
ny things in our minds whole Images we did not, nor 
ever cou’d, receive from Senfe. Thought it felf isa real, 
not a fanta/tick thing, this we refle& upon clearly and 
diftinét!y, bue yee ull any of our Atheiftical Virimefo's 
can tell us what Figure, Colour, Dimenfions, &c ; it’s 
of, we muft bee their pardon if we don’t beleive it 
corporezl, or chat the Image of ict is only form'd in 
our Senfes. Again, the very act of Reflection on thole 
Images which we own form’d trom mateiiai objedts, 
muft it fe'f be {piritual and immaterial; us purely 
arbierary, fince chere’s no manner of neceflity, why I 
fhou’d choole out one objeét more than enorher, thole 
who think there is, let em choole any two objects, 
and fee if they can’t chink of either one or che other, 
therefore no antecedent neceflity of thinking on either, 
aod the fame may be faid of Affrws:ion and Negation. 
Now few deny but Angels think, witnout any fuch 
fancid Species or Images. If theretore our own minds, 
now join’d with Body, have yet fuch As as are 
clearly diftinct from it, and if che Angels generally 
believ’d incorporeal, can yee think withowt any corpore- 
al Images, what difheulery will there be in the Souls 
ation, or percettion, when in a feperate Eftate? Con- 
fequently, ic muft be capable of all che happinefs or 
Mievy which depends on Reflection, which we find are 
the greateft that even this World can give us, But 
we fhall add no more upon this nice point, being in- 
forin’d by the Compleat Library for February, that there 
{s now in the Prets, A Comprebenfive Efjzy upon the Rea- 
fon and Nature of Spirits, which has bin the regular 
product of the Learned Authors Studies for above thirty 
years.
